OPERATED BY THE TEXAN, WITH A SCHEME TO PAY MILLIONS OF DOLLARS IN
SECRET KICKBACKS TO SADDAM HUSSEIN’S REGIME IN IRAQ – FUNDS
OTHERWISE INTENDED FOR HUMANITARIAN RELIEF – IN ORDER TO
PARTICIPATE IN THE SELLING OF IRAQI OIL UNDER THE U.N.’S OIL-FOR-
FOOD PROGRAM. THE COMPLAINT CHARGES A SOUTH KOREAN CITIZEN WITH
CONSPIRACY TO ACT IN THE U.S. AS AN UNREGISTERED AGENT OF THE
GOVERNMENT OF IRAQ IN ORDER TO ASSIST THE IRAQI GOVERNMENT IN
CREATING THE OIL-FOR-FOOD PROGRAM.
